Our children will need to 
be taught how to develop 
themselves into human 
beings who can cope with 
this society of people.

The program is a joint 
project of the Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Com- 
munity Action 
Organization (CMACAO), 
Neighborhood House and 
the Urban, Education, 
Research and Human 
Development Institute 
(UERHD)I). It is intended to 
provide counseling and 
tutorial . service for 
students experiencin 
problems. with ’ 
desegregation and is fun- 
ded from a $166,063 grant 
from the U.S. Department 
of. Health, ‘Education and 
Welfare. . ye 

The ‘program is geared 
for familiés.and students 
from the East High-School 
attendance area, as well as 
anyother student. ex- 
periencing difficulty as a 
result of desegregation. 

It was feared. the 
program might be discon- 
tinued in the wake of 
Justice Rehnquist's 
decision to grant a delay in 
the desegregation plans 
until the full court decides 
whether or not to hear the 
case. 7

128th Street. 

Four of Loeb's ribs were 
broken, a lung punctured 
and a shoulder fractured in 
the accident. 

Loeb was crossing the 
intersection at East 130th 
Street and Abell Avenue to 
catch a north-bound bus 
when struck by the vehicle 
which reportedly was in 
excess of the speed limit 
by five miles per hour. 

Loeb was attended by 
Dr. L.L. Rogers and took a 
month to recover. 

Throughout his long 
term aseociation with the 
Call & Post, Loeb was 
deeply involved in the civil 
rights__ struggle andthe 
civic and business affairs 
of Cleveland, and in the af- 
fairs of the National News- 
paper Publishing 
Association. 

He served six terms as 
President of the Editorial 
Society of the NNPA 
before that organization 
was abolished by the

“his unselfish guiding 
hand in civic, religious and 
professional endeavors far 
beyond the reaches of his 
own doorstep; 

“his tenacious grip fora

professional journalism, 
awarded in Jefferson City, 
Missouri, on the 27th day

Loeb best summed up 
his career in an auto- 
biographical sketch to the 
Johnson Publishing Co.

greater satisfaction.

HAZARDS FOR UNBORN FOUND EVEN FOR SOCIAL 
DRINKERS: Surprising new findings are showing that 
even social drinking by pregnant women can harm their 
babies. While it has been widely recognized that heavy 
drinking was a distinct risk to the fetus, researchers 
have demonstrated for the first time that small amounts 
also can have a detrimental effect. x 

As little as two ounces of alcohol a day caused 
changes in growth and development, according to 
studies conducted at the University of Washington 
hospital in Seattle. 

Infants with “fetal alcoho! syndrome” were smalier 
than normal. They had reduced head circumference, 
some changes in facial features, anomalies of the ear 
and cardiac murmurs. Of the 163 infants studied, 11 were 
classed as having the fetal alcohol syndrome. 

“These data provide a strong reason to suspect that 
moderate levels of alcohol consumption during early 
pregnancy can have an adverse effect on the fetus,” the 
researchers said. 

On the basis of the findings, they advise women to 
stop drinking not only during early pregnancy but even 
before starting a pregnancy since they may not realize 
for two weeks or more that they are pregnant.

The participation of 
black women in the labor 
force has declined sub- 
stantially in. comparison to 


white women in recent 
years, an OSU study 
shows. 


_ While black women con- 
tinue to work outside the 
home in proportionately

white women, the. dif- 
ference between the two 
groups has narrowed 
dramatically, according to 
Frank L. Mott, research 
associate at the uni- 
versity’s Center for Human 
a Research. 

ott .examined racial 
differences in female labor 
force participation for 


young adult and middlie- 


aged women as part of a 
larger long-term study of 
the work behavior and at- 
titudes of adult Americans 
sponsored by the US.

Study focused on the work 
activities of 5,000 women 
who: were 14-24 and 5,000 
women who were 30-44 
when they were first inter- 
viewed in the late 1960's. 
Interviews with » these 
women will continue into 
the 1960's. 

*_ Mott found that in the 
first few years of the study 
the percentage of black 
middle-aged women in the 
work force declined shar- 
ply whereas white par- 
ticipation increased. For 
example, the percentage of 
black women ages 35-39 in 
the labor force dropped 
from 70 to 62 percent.. 

In: the same five year 
period, there was an in- 
crease from 46 to 54 per- 
cent of white women age 
35-389 working outside the 
home. Thus, the difference 
between the two groups 
narrowed from 24 per- 
centage points to only 
ry between 1967 and 


Examining data for the 
lean economic years of the 
early 1970s, Mott com- 
pared the . characteristics 
of those women who left 
the labor force or were not 
working during the period 
with those who stayed at 
work and noted that the 
job leavers--both black and 
white-were more likely to 
be less educated. 

Also, he found that the 
job leavers had hourly ear- 
nings well. below those of 
the women who stayed in 
the labor force. This, he 
felt, was “consistent with 
the notion that employ- 
ment cutbacks during 
periods of economic down- 
turn tend to dispro- 
Portionately affect those 
with the least experience, 
- skills and job tenure.”

He sup- 
ported this by noting that 
for the black women in his 
study, the’ women who left 
the work force during the 
fi ar period had at- 
titu toward work as 
strongly positive as those 
who stayed in the labor 
force. 

Indeed, about 84 percent 
of the black women who 
left the work force felt that 
“both parents in a family 
need to work to keep up 
with the high. cost of 
living” and over 70 percent 
felt that a “working wife 
feels more useful.” 

Noting the apparent in- 
consistency between. the 
women's feelings about 
the importance of work 
and their lack of par- 
ticipation in the labor 
force, Mott concluded that 
“for many. of the black 
women not working or 
leaving work, the situation 
was beyond their control. 
Either. they were laid off 
from their Fv or else they 
could not find employment 
commensurate with their 
limited job skills.” 

This suggests that 
“there probably is a large 
and growing pool of non- 
workers in our society 
ready and willing to work if 
the proper conditions (in- 
cluding adequate pay 
levels) for employment 
exist; if appropriate 
guidance, skill training and 
other assistance are made 
available; and most im- 
portantly if jobs become 
available,” he said.

The bet way to store ripe tomatoes is to place them un- 
covered in the refrigerator. To ripen green tomatoes 
keep them at room ‘temperature away from direct sun- 
light. Too much sunlight prevents the development of 
even color. ; 

The tomato is a versatile vegetable which may be used 
as a colorful and nutritious addition to anything from a 
jelly to a stup. The Franklin County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service has compiled some tomato recipes that may 
give you a new and interesting way to enjoy tris popular 
vegetable.

Miss Force said these 
newborns and infants. are 
coming from a variety. of 
backgrounds. 

“Some are from mothers 
who are still making the 
decision to keep or not to 
keep the child. Other in- 
fants have been removed 
from the home because of 
abuse, neglect or aban- 
donment. Some children 
are placed with the agency 
because their parents are 
mentally or physically ill,” 
she said. 

Because these infants 
are in crisis, Miss Force’ 
expressed hope that foster 
parents be willing to care 
for the children until the 
emergency is over, or a 
plan for the child may be 
worked out. 

“Hopefully, foster par- 
ents who take a newborn 
or infant will be able to 
care for them as long as 
they need it. This can be 
anywhere from one week 
fo possibly a year or 
more,” Miss Force 
stressed. 

The length of a child's 
placement depends on the 
natural family and the time 
thfy need to adjust, plan or 
care for a child. 

FCCS provides natural 
families counseling, 
education courses to learn 
effective parenting and 
homemaker skills. If the 
natural family cannot care 
for the child, adoption is
